Sam _ Wolf has not ruled out the 
possibility he may run for mayor 
of Granite City in 1993. 

Although the retiring state rep- 
resentative said Wednesday, “ 
have no plans at this time’ 
regarding what he will do when 
his term is up, he said he has 
heard rumors that he might 
make a run for the office, and 
would not deny then: 

Asked if he would run for 
mayor, Wolf said, ‘*I haven't 
made any kind of decision. 

“I have no plans at this time,

Wolf said he is too busy con- 
centrating on dealing with the 
state’s much-publicized financial 
crisis to worry about what he 
may be doing a year from now.

Granite City Township paid 
more than $141,000 in adminis- 
trative expenses to provide less 
than $51,000 in general assis 
tance in fiscal year 1991-92 

And salaries and expenses at 
the township assessor's office 
account for nearly one-half of 
the other township budget, the 
town fund, according to the 
township’s annual report for the 
period of March 1, 1991, to Feb 
29, 1992. 

The general. assistance fund is 
appropriated ‘for~ témporary 
relief in the form of food, rent, 
utilities, prescriptions and medi- 
cal expenses of those in financial 
need 

The town fund pays for the 
administration of the township, 
the assessor’s office, collector's 


expenses and some: senior citi 
zens’ programs such as vans for 
transportation, senior aides, and 
telephone, bingo and cable tele- 
vision expenses incurred by the 
senior committee.

for both the town fund and gen 
eral assistance fund comes from

Tarpoff said it is the county's 
responsibility to redraw precinct 
boundaries. He said it would be 
foolish to redistrict the city ‘‘and 
then end up with split precincts 
again after the county what 
they are su; to do." 

The city’s current ward map is 
confusing to both voters and can- 
didates because so many pre- 
cincts are now split by ward 
boundaries, Miller said. 

Brown said County Clerk Eve- 
lyn Bowles told him the county 
has no plans to redraw precinct 
lines this year. He said that, 
even if the county did, the new 
precinct boundaries would have 
no effect on the population num 
bers in each ward. 

Most of the aldermen agreed 
that the current city map is 
inequitable based on the one- 
man, one-vote principle. 

While aldermen in smaller 
wards can get elected with as 
few as 300 votes, that tally would 
be good for only third or fourth 
place in some other races, Miller 
said

Survey finds mixed views 
on role of public libraries”

De Piaybey and Penthouse 
have a place in the public 
library? About three-fifths of 
librarians think they do, but 70 
percent of the public believe 
they don’t, according to a recent 
national survey. 

The first-of-its-kind survey, 
conducted by Leigh Estabrook 
and Chris Horak of the 
University of Illinois, gives what 
Estabrook calls a ‘‘national 
snapshot” of opinions about 
libraries. 

And, according to the survey, 
librarians and the public have 
differing views about the role of 
libraries on a number of issues. 

On the question of Playboy, 
Estabrook said, the librarians 
themselves seem to differ in 
their institutional and personal 
views. 

“‘Based on notes in the 
margin, I. have to believe that a 
large number of the librarians, 
regardless of personal beliefs, 
believe libraries should not be 
the arbiters of culture,’ she 
said. . 

“One librarian wrote that she 
wouldn’t buy Playboy or 
Penthouse, but that it should be 
available.” 

Robert Stack, the chief 
librarian at the Granite City 
Library District, said he doesn’t 
believe Playboy and Penthouse 
have a place in the library and 
that the Granite City district 
does not buy them. 

“T know the Library 
Association has historically 
advocated intellectual freedom 
and has historically been against 
anything approaching 
censorship,’’ Stack said. 

“I guess (not buying the 
magazines) may be based more 
on my personal beliefs than 
anything else, but I think as a 
library in a smaller community 
it is not our role to offer these 
magazines."" 

Making information on suicide 
available in a survey was 
another area where the 
librarians and the public 
disagreed — 71 percent of the 
public thought it should not be 
available and 63 percent of the 
librarians thought it should. 

Stack said Granite City has a 
copy of a popular hook 
containing a description of 
suicide methods, but said it was 
purchased following a number of 
requests for it. 

“We certainly haven’t been 
pushing it. Providii information 
about something and promoting 
it are two different things,”’ 
Stack said. ‘‘We’re not in the 
business of promoting.’’ 

Both the public (85 percent) 
and the librarians (96 percent) 
think information concerning 
AIDS should be available at a

library, according to the survey. 
But they split again over the 
issue of birth control. Only 56 
percent of the public said birth 
control information should be 
available while 93 percent of the 
librarians said it should. 

Stack said Granite City has 
large quantities of information 
about AIDS available and a 
lesser amount of information 
about ‘‘human reproduction 
including birth control.” 

Only five percent of the 
librarians in the survey thought 
material that contains 
potentially offensive language 
should be kept out of the library 
while 44 percent of the public 
said the library should not carry 
that type of material. 

“I can’t name anything in 
particular, but I’m sure‘that our 
collection contains something 
someone would consider 
offensive,”’ Stack said. 

“The library profession tends 
to be very liberal — I tend to be 
more conservative than 
most — but as a source of 
information we need to carry a 
wide varjety of information.” 

By using regional sharing 
programs. and other regional and 
national programs, Stack said, 
the Granite City Library District 
is able to obtain all ty of 
books, information and other 
materials not on its shelves, 
“Even, I suppose, copies of 
articles from Playboy and 
Penthouse.”’ He said a recent 
survey showed the library has 
been able to honor 96 percent of 
requests for material and 
information. 

Estabrook said the large 
differences of opinion between 
the librarians and the public 
they serve make ‘Are librarians 
out of touch with their 
community?” a fair question 
and one that may be included in 
the next survey. 

“This survey is the first time 
anyone ever got a look at things 
on a national level,” she said. 
‘While libraries are loeal, a lot 
of the funding for libraries

Estabrook said the idea of 
surveying the librarians came 
after she-started compiling the 
responses from the public. 

“We started asking, ‘Gee, I 
wonder if the librarians realize 
this?’ " she said. 

Along this line, Estabrook 
said, the survey showed 39 

rcent of the public felt the 
ibrary should provide children 
with a safe place to stay after 
school while only 3 percent of 
the librarians felt that was the 
libraries’ role.

Important public meeting 
on Madison schools tonight 


The Madison School District has made many hard choices 
over the past several years in order to improve the district's 
financial status. 

Those efforts were recognized in February when the 
district qualified to be removed from the state’s financial 
watch list by finishing the past two years ‘in the black.”’ 
Since 1988, the district has cut about $1 million from its 
annual budget. 

Such belt-tightening accomplishments should lead to 
rewards, but the state — in a financial crisis of its own — 
made more cuts-for the district to absorb, and Superin- 
tendent Daniel Kostencki said state budget decisions this 
summer could result in even deeper trouble. 

In an effort to brace itself for the worst, the district in 
March sent out honorable dismissal letters to 26 staff 
members, and plans are being studied to find other places 
where pennies can be pinched. 

The latest budget balancing plan involves possibly restruc- 
turing the enrollments at the district’s two elementary 
schools, studying the scope of busing of studerts and possibly 
increasing class sizes. 

The details of those plans will be unveiled at an open forum 
for the public at 7 o’clock tonight in the cafeteria at Madison 
Middle School. That forum will allow parents to get answers 
to questions about the district's plans. 

No one likes to think about the possibility of increasing 
class sizes, longer bus rides and the elimination of the 
neighborhood-school concept for elementary students, and it 
is likely that the proposals will meet some opposition. 

Kostencki agrees that the actions are undesirable but says 
that parents and patrons need to understand the reality of the 
district’s financial status. About 80 percent of the district’s 
budget comes from state sources 

‘The district has displayed an ability in the past to make 
cuts and maintain a quality education for its students. That 
should increase parents’ confidence in the district where 
future cuts are concerned, but it is by no means a reason to 
allow any more changes without input. 

Tonight’s meeting will give parents the opportunity to 
speak out about their children’s education. Those parents 
should be prepared to ask questions about the district’s latest 
plans. but even more importantly they must be prepared to

Health insurance, Canadian style 


(The following is the second of two parts of an explanation of 
the “universal coverage" health ssurance system used in Ontar- 
io, Canada. This perspective is provided by retired Collinsville 
Herald editor and publisher Karl Monroe, based on_information 
received from a friend in Canada.) 


My friend, Bill Rannie, much esteemed retired editor/publisher at 
Beamsville, Ontario, sent me a sheaf of clippings in reply to my 
questions about the Ontario Health Insurance Plan (OHIP). 

They may have some bearing on thoughts of local people pon- 
dering whether to go to a ‘‘universal coverage’’ system such as 

ntario has. 

is cover letter concludes: ‘Despite the high cost of health (a 
considerable portion of which is paid through taxes), I know of no 
one who would ditch the ‘universal’ system for any private 
scheme. 

“There's grumbling, of course, over cutbacks and tighter spend- 
ing controls, but we receive a great deal of what we spend on 
health care. Insofar as 1 know, the poorest family in Lincoln, 
living on welfare, receives the same level of care asa neighbor in 
a high earnings bracket. And the welfare patient pays not one 
cent while he/she is receiving welfare or unemployment insur- 
ance." 

Bill provided ¢lippings showing the tardiness with which the 
Niagara District approves $1.7 million CAT-scan machines 

He says his hospital, 104 beds, doesn’t have one, and the two big 
hospitals in St. Catherine’s share one and it performed 7,500 scans 
last year, a 25 percent increase from the year before. Three big 
hospitals in the Niagara area are bidding against each other to 
get one approved. 

Bill was’ surprised to see an article about an opthalmologist 
quitting practice because he was loaded with patients and had run 
up against a $400,000 maximum per year billing ceiling. 

For the first $50,000 over that, the OHIP payment will be two- 
thirds of their costs, and after that, half their costs. Evidently, 
overhead costs on opthalmology are very high and this MD decid- 
ed to quit. Bill says this is the only instance he has heard of in 
which a doctor quit. He tells me that doctors average $90,000. 

In another clipping, the St. Catherine's Standard lauded a hospi- 
tal in Hamilton for Serecing to perform a bone marrow trans- 
Plant, even though they would run a deficit to do it.

A special camp 
for special kids

Nestled in the rugged terrain of the 
Shawnee National Forest near Carbondale 
is a very special camp. designed for very 
special people — visually-handicapped 


and hearing-impaired children 

Sponsor by the Lions of Illinois Foun- 
dation and located on the shores of Little 
-Grassy Lake, the Camp Lions’ “‘Little 
Giant” program provides children with 
similar handicaps the opportunity to coop- 
erate with each other, while learning the 
skills to be independent. - 


One of these special children is Chris 
Spahn, 14, of Granite City. Chris was born 
with otoscleriosis, a disease rare in chil- 
dren, which -left him completely deaf in 
his left ear and with only one-third of his 
hearing in his right ear 

For the past two years Chris has 
attended the camp, which offers a variety 
of outdoor activities. Children with disa- 
bilities have the chapce to enjoy boating, 
horseback riding, swimming, rock clim 
bing and other outdoor adventures, while 
trained counselors instruct and observe 
the children. 


“Usually, I go rock climbing and swim- 
ming mostly. Chris said. ‘‘It’s fun being 
away from home." 

As the local Camp Lions chairman, Net- 
son King is currently on a recruiting 
drive to interest area parents into letting 
their handicapped children spend 10 days 
at the 80-acre camp. 

“I want to try, some way, of finding 
people who are interested,’’ King said. 
“If we get one or two more kids from 
this area, that would be great. That's 
what we would like. 

“It’s an_opportunity for the children ta 
be away from their parents and be on 
their own for 10 days so they can enjoy 
life on_ their own,’’ he continued. ‘‘The 
counselors work with the children and 


teach them how to take care of them- 
selves.”” 

Chris’ mother said the camp has been a 
positive experience for him. 

“J just think a lot of parents don’t want 
to let go of their kids that far away and 
for that length of time,”” said Joan Spahn. 
“That first year, Chris was so excited I 
had to let him go. I worried about him, 
but he came back tan and happy. I'm 
glad I let him go.” 

The counselors are selected from the 
Southern Illinois Univérsity’s staff and 
student body, with the majority in the 
field of special education.

But Leslie said any hesitations 
dissolved when they discovered 
another side of Chapman’s musi- 
cal production resume. 

e had definite ideas as to 
how we wanted it (the record) to 
sound, so that he wouldn’t just 
come in, go and rip it apart and 
build it back up and make it into 
some-sort of pop thing,’’ Leslie 
said. 

“But then you figure he wrote 
a lot of the Suzi Quatro stuff, 
and that was quite hard-edged,” 
he said. ‘‘And when we found out 
he wrote ‘Ballroom Blitz’ for the 
Sweet, well that was sort of the 
clincher.""
